AT EASTERN NORMAL 



Chicago. June 10 — A League of 
Nations plank, declared by lead- 
ers t6 be acceptable to everybody, 
was" unanimously adopted to- 
day !)}■ the l\.e[)ul)lican Resolu- 
tions Committee, apparently end- 
inij all threats of a ])arty split 
over the League i>sue.'' 

The plank upholds the Senate 
in refusing to ratify the treaty of 
Versailles, declares any future in- 
ternational peace understanding 
must squre with American tra- 
ditions, and omits an affirmative 
declaration for tlic League which 
had been urged by the mild reser- 
\ ationists. 

As orij^inally drafted weeks asjo 
the Elihu Rixit plank was revised 
after Senator Lodge appeared in 
the c<Mnmittee room and declared 
if the mild reservalionists ])ropos- 
al was accepted he would go nii 
the floor and fight it. 

The i)Iank was said by subconi- 
niitlec members to i)e wholly ac- 
ceptable to former Senator Crane, 
of ^^assacuh>etts. the mild reser- 
vation leader, and its acceptance 
removed the only obstacle to 
speeding to conclusion the work 
of the National Convention. 

The complete platform will* be 
taken l-i the convciUion late thi- 
aftcrnoon and it was .>.aid a night 
session mig"ht be called to begin 
bearing nominating sj)eeches. 

While awaiting the report of 
the platform committee, the Na- 
tional Convention held a brii-f 
session this morning and much to 
the disaf>pcMntment of the gallcr- 
ie><. took a rece>.^ imtil four 
o'clock this afternoon. There wa> 
consideratif)n of plans to go ahead 
with nominating speeches whilf 
awaiting the •platform report but 
this was alj^ndoned in the' fabe of 

olijcctic •'K. 

Jcdmson Claims Plank Victory 

While the Root plank in the Re- 
publican national platform coni- 
nicnds the Senate's rejection of 
the League of Nations, it is im- 
derstood to contain a provision 
expressing in general terms the 
party's api>rova1 of some interna- 
tional concert for peace. It was 
that feature, it was said, which 
led the mild reservationists to ac- 
cept it. 

News of the agreement started 
lively speculation whether the 
chances of an_\ presidential can- 
didate were aided or injured by 
the adjustment. The generally 
exp'xssed first opinion was that it 
ivould affect none except John- 
son. He immediately hailed it 
a>; a victory for the principles he 
advocated. 

Lowden.' Wood. Hardin, and 
r>utler headquarters reiu-cd to is- 
sue any statement at once on the 
plank. 

i'lie c(»mmittee refused to give 
out the plank inunediately but it 
is nndcrstr)od there is no specific 
mention oi the League of Nations 
but an inferential reference to it 
in denunciation of the course of 
the President in the conduct of 
foreign affairs. 

Other planks in the tentative 
platform are understood to in- 
clude a strong declaration for the 
protection of life and property in 
Mexico. 

Nothing On Prohibition 
It is understood the committee 
rejected a proposal to cover the 
prohibition issue under a general 
resolution for enforcing the 18th 
Amendment. 

The proposal for a mandate 
over Armenia is condemned. 

Other plank.s include a cTeclara- 
tion on industrial relations wrm 
no reference to anti-strike legis- 
lation, .blaming the depreciation 
of money values for the high cost 
of living; opposing government 
ownership of railroads, and with- 
out mentioning the cash bonus, 
generally expressing the party's 
gratitude to former service men.

Take To Field and WUTSave the 
'Day, Also the Tobacco Crop 
This Year iq Kentudcy 



With the advent of favorable wea- 
ther which has continued for a period 
of twelve days with little interruption 
by vain, the bulk of the tobacco crop 
in many sections of the state has been 
planted, and much of the credit is due 
the faithful hand taken by women and 
girls. Never before in the history of 
the state has the army of women 
workers been as extensive as this year, 
reports say. The dearth of labor be- 
came apparent with the arrival of fa- 
vorable weather and the highest prices 
ever paid for tobacco planting wore 
recorded. It is the belief of many that 
a good price will have to be realized 
by growers if they, are to realize much 
profit on the crop tiiis year. 

In some localities, however, fhe 

crop is but started aii<l there will be 
work along this line for several weeks, 
fanners state. In the vicinity of For- 
f-<i Hill the crop is still mo^Iy in the 
beils, but little planting having been 
effected. 

The work has been hampered pwne- 
what by the shortage of labor. Many 
women and gids have taken to the 
work and this answers tiie question 
to a great extent as to how the plant- 
ing is being dene. M{ss Jala Wells, of 
Forest Hill, wlas in ,the city today and 
stato.l tlint "nio.-t of the pirls in thr 
neighboiiiooil weie to be found in the 
field these days, owing to- the fact that 
Hio first wf-ather favoriiLIf^ to settinR 
tobacco plants wtis at hand, and there 
was a decided scarcity of men."
